Declare Vitamin B-1 Increases 
Pain at First but Shows 
Results in 25 Cases.

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 2. — Vitamin 
B-1 was announced here today as 
a new treatment for gout, one of 
mah’s oldest diseases, that has re- 
sisted all forms of treatment. 

The vitamin used was the new 
form, tiny -crystals manufactured 
artificially. These crystals are the 
purest known form of the vitamin. 

The treatment was reported to 
the American Therapeutic Society 

by Dr. Martin G. Vorhaus and Dr. 


Milton L. Kramer of the Hospital: 


for Joint Diseases, New York City. 

The vitamin is given both 
mouth and by hypodermic, It has 
been used on 25 cases. In all of 
them, the physicians said, the first 
result was to increase pain. But 
all 25 improved. Gout is a recur- 
rent disease and Dr. Vorhaus said 
five years must pass before the re- 
sulte of a new treatment can be ful- 
ly known. Of the 25 a dozen have 
been taking the vitamin for three 
years. 

Reports Fewer Attacks. 

Their relief from pains, the phy- 
sicians reported, ranges from mod- 
erate to marked. There has been a 
definite falling off in the frequency 
of attacks. 

The 25 continued to eat the same 
food. The only treatment, other 
than taking the vitamin, was to re- 
duce eating for those who were 
overweight. 

Gout goes. back to prehistoric 
times. It first attacks the “Hal- 
jux,” the joint of a big toe. After- 
ward there may be tenderfess and 
swelling in other joints. Dr. Vor- 
haus said that gout is more com- 
mon in this country than has been 
recognized; that gouty conditions 
have sometimes been mistaken for 
other troubles. The cause of gout 
is a disturbance of metabolism, that 
is, of the body’s production of 
energy from food. 

For nearly 2000 years, the stand- 
ard treatment has been Colchicine, 
a drug which a Greek physician dis- 
covered in the meadow Saffron. 
Recently other treatments have 
been tried. But many cases of gout 
have remained “resistant.” 

Affect of Food on Brain. 

A report that improper ‘féeding 
reduces the development of a childs 
brain and mental powers was made 
by Dr. IL. Newton Kugelmassc of 
New York. 

He studied standard intelligence 
quotient tests of 164 undernourished 
children and reported that:

— Joe Louis, who successfully defended his 
world’s heavyweight boxing championship for the third time against 
Harry Thomas last night, turned his thoughts today toward his forth- 
coming bout with Max Schmeling, June 22, " 


Louis planned to go to Stevens- 
ville, Mich., and will rest there for 
the remainder of April, after 


which he plans to go to Lafayette- 
ville, N. Y¥., to begin preliminary 
work for his meeting with Schmel- 


ing. 

Promoter Mike Jacobs, just be- 
fore departing for New York, said 
that he would not name the site 
for the Louis-Schmeling bout un- 
til some time after Schmeling’s 
bout with Steve Dudas in Germany, 
April 16. 

Jacobs said the poor attendance 
at Friday’s contest, the smallest 
crowd to see a world’s heavyweight 
championship bout in modern 
times, would not affect his decision 
as to the place to hold the big 
show. . 

“It's altogether a different thing,” 
he said. “You can take the Louis- 
Schmeling match to any city in the 
country and draw a big crowd. 
There were only 10,743 here last 
night but I believe the bout helped 
the game in this city.” 

Has the Edge. 

Boxing interests in four cities are 
still working hard to get the next 
title fight. They are Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia, Detroit and New York. 
Chicago still seems to have the in- 
side track. 

Jacobs has two other champion- 
ship fights on his summer schedule, 
one for the welterweight . crown 
between Barney Ross and Henry 
Armstrong to be held in New York, 
May 26, and another between Arm- 
strong and Lew Ambers, July 26, 
for the lightweight championship, 
He also has a New York date for 


Sept. 14, which may be between the 
winner of the Louis-Schmeling bout 
and Max Baer. 

Thomas, of course, is out of any 
championship consideration after 
being stopped by Schmeling and 
knocked gut by Louis, but Jacobs 
still thinks well of him as a card 
for the showing he made against 
Louis.

State Follow-Up Planned for Vic-

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 2. — 
|The State Public Health Depart- 
ment announced today a plan to 


keep under observation and treat- 
ment all known cases of syphilis 
until the victims are dismissed as 
non-carriers of the disease. 

Dr. J. J. McShane, chief epidemio- 
logist of the department, said every 
Iilinois physician treating a person 
for syphilis would be asked to re- 
port monthly on whether the pa- 
tient is still under treatment. 

Patients who quit treatment be- 
fore dismissed by physicians aé 
non-infective, he said, would be 
visited by representatives of the 
department for completion of the 
treatment, Dr. McShane said. He 
added at least 72 treatments at 
week!; intervals over an 18-month 
period were required for a cure. 
Dr. McShane said arrangements 
had been made to treat every per- 
son who needs it, regardless oi abil- 
ity to pay. 

To date this year, the department 
has recorded 56336 cases of syphilis.

AN ARCTIC. ADVENTURE 
~ THAT MISSED FAME 


Last of Crew Thinks People 
Forgot Northeast -Passage 
Trip Because All Survived. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 2. — 
Harry Stuhr, possibly the only re- 
maining member of the crew that 
discovered the Arctic Northeast 
passage, has concluded that it 
missed fame because the perform- 


ance was too nearly perfect. 

Stuhr, 73-year-old Norwegian, 
was a member of the expedition 
headed by Baron Nils Adolf Erik 
Nordenskjold, which crossed from 
the Scandinavian peninsula to the 
Bering Sea in 1878, 1879 and 1880. 

“We were provisioned for five 
years,” he said, “and we had no 
sickness or accidents. That's prob- 
ably why so few people know much 
about our expedition. Because we 
all came through safely, people for- 
got us, even if we were the first 
men through those waters,” 

Stuhr sailed out of Tromsoe, Nor- 
way, in the summer of 1878 as a 
14-year-old cabin boy on the 
schooner Vega. After being frozen 
in the ice two winters, the Vega, 
with its crew of 43 intact, emerged 
into the Bering Sea in the spring 
of 1880 and made its way to Japan, 
where the news of the first passage 
was relayed to the world. 

The object accomplished was the 
blazing of a Northern sea route 
from Europe to the shores of Asia 
by navigating the Hastern Hemis- 
phere through the Arctic Ocean. 


There were Southern sea routes 
-—the long one involving the cir- 
cumnavigation of Africa and the 
other requiring passage through 
the Suez Canal, but Northern Eu- 
ropean countries had been interest- 
ed in the possibilities of a North- 
ern route since the sixteenth cen- 


tury. 

In 1903, the late Roald Amundsen 
negotiated another route, the 
Northwest passage, from Europe to 
Asiatic waters by crossing the 
Western Hemisphere. This involved 
the navigation of ice-choked, un- 
explored straits far to the north of 
Canada.

May I pass this recipe on 
to you? This is the woman's title for Boston baked beans, 
“100ist Recipe for Baked Beans.”” The only good one! 

Cover two cups of pea beans with four cups of cold water 
and place in a cool place to soak overnight. In the morning, 
if the beans have not absorbed all the water, drain it off and 
save it, although this proportion is just about right for com- 
plete absorption of the water. Start the beans to cook with 
fresh cold water to cover, about three and one-half cups, and 
cook over low flame in a tightly covered saucepan.

Hal- 
dane concludes that sterilization, 
except in case of a tendency to in- 
terbreed, would have no effect on 
these recessives “in less than 30 
or 40 generations.” 

Even in the clear case of dom- 
inant inheritance of disease, Hal- 
dane points to means, short of com- 
pulsory sterilization, of discourag- 
ing or forbidding marriage, or en- 
couraging continence or birth-con- 
trol or voluntary sterilization. 


“Which of these alternatives is 
to be adopted is not, I think, a 


question for the biologist,” he says.

There have been at least three 
clear-cut attempts to blow up the 
dam across the Ural River here 
which protects the water supply 
of the iron and steel mills. 
Ground quartz has been found in 
the bearings of power turbines. 
Fires have broken out which were 
obviously planned and lighted. 
Blueprints have been used which 
were manifestly drawn up with 
deliberate attempt to sabotage 
the plant. 


Story of Two Tanks. 


The Soviet definition of sabot- 
age is broad enough to include 
some instances of what Americans 
would call inefficiency. In the 
middle of the Stalin Steel. Works 
here, for example, there are two 
gas tanks, with capacities of 100,- 
000 and 560,000 cubic meters, re- 
spectively. They were importea 
from Germany in 1932 at a cost of 
2,500,000 gold marks (approxi- 
mately $1,000,000), at a time 
when every dollar of foreign 
money meant going without food 
for many Russian people. 


After the tanks had been erect- 
ed, someone thought to check 
the temperature to which they 
were guaranteed. The answer 
was 5 degrees above sero Fahren- 
heit. Every winter here the ther- 
mometer drops to 49 degrees Le- 
low zero Fahrenheit, a tempera- 
ture under which they could not 
work. So they are now used to 
support revolutionary posters; 
only those who know they are 
empty and useless see them as 
grim reminders of why the Soviet 
Union still needs a political police. 


This case is a useful illustra- 
tion because it shows what a 
blurred. and shifting line divides 
sabotage from inefficiency in the 
Soviet Union. Local gossip here 
holds that not a single arrest was 
made as ine result of this pur- 
chase; blame could not be fixed 
on any individual. 

Trotskyists Among Builders. 
The blame has been fixed in 
literally hundreds of other cases, 
with the long Soviet campaign 
,| against sabotage reaching a cli- 
max in the last 12 months. The

A Future for Some.

RELIGIOUS FREEDOM AND DICTATORS. 

The right of an individual to cultivate the mystical 
side of his nature and to associate himself with 
others of similar inclination is almost universally 
conceded, The difference, however, between com- 
munities in which religious freedom is a part of 
a general list of inalienable rights and those in 
which it exists only because a man’s indwelling 
thoughts cannot be reached either by the king’s 
| command or the king’s cannon, is a practical dif- 
-| ference that ought to be profoundly considered by 
all men of faith no matter what the nature of their 
faith. 

If religion is simply a matter of a man’s forming 
his own secret conception of God, religious tolefa- 
tion can have no meaning because it can have no 
effect one way or another. But if religion démands 
a certain outward expression and a certain com- 
munion of individuals, then religious freedom has 
to be safeguarded in the same way as the secular 
rights to freedom of speech and assembly, 
The only intellectual atmosphere in which the

Workers to Get Out Vote. 

Campaign officials announced 
that workers would be active in 
every precinct to get out a favor- 
able vote.

Most of the prisoners are said to 
be thieves, prostitutes and other 
criminals; some are admittedly po- 
litical prisoners. They all look like 
ts, but after a few months 
of this life even a Moscow intel- 
lectual would have straw in his 
hair and blisters on his hands. 
The “special exiles” are all peas- 
ants, exiled from European Russia 
into Siberia when the _ collective 
farms were launched. They are 
tough-looking, strong, ignorant. 
Some of them have become “shock- 
troop workers” and have distin- 
guished themselves; these have re- 
ceived back the passports which 
make them free men. It is an open 
secret in the town, but officially 
unpublished, that the others have 
been refused their passports with 
the excuse that it is a time of “na- 
tional emergency,” although the 
original term of their exile—usual- 
ly five years—has already expired. 
Meanwhile, they are free except 
that they cannot leave Magnito- 
gorsk. They work in the plant it- 
self, on roads and other construc- 
tion jobs. Most of them run small 
gardens with a _ Ilittle livestock. 
They are bitter and silent about the 


ony. 

A final index of how the official 
campaign against political heresy 
has changed Magnitogorsk is its 
foreign colony. Many of the iron 
and steel mills were designed by 
an American concern, the Arthur 
G. McKee Co. of Cleveland. Kurt 
May of German Bauhaus fame, de- 
signed the “sotsgorod” or “Social- 
ist city.” Schutzbunders from Vi- 
enna, German Communists, Czechs, 
Poles and Americans came to help 
build a new world. In 1932 the 
foreigners probably numbered close 
to 500 workers. Now the city’s for- 
eign population comprises one Ger- 
man specialist, apparently retained 
because of long-term guaranties on 
German-made equipment, seven 
persons who are bootblacks and 
two. Chinese laundrymen. Some of 
the foreigners left voluntarily; the 
others have been arrested, deport- 
ed or simply told that their Soviet 
visas had expired. 

Use of Terror. 

This is a record of police and 
other official action to defend the 
revolution. To the NKVD and the 
Kremlin, neither its scale nor its 
severity is oft of line with the re- 
quirements of the class war inside 
the Soviet Union or of defense 
against the revolution’s foreign 
enemies. How far direct police ac- 
tion has been supplemented by ter- 
ror is another question. 

The Bolsheviks have never hesi- 
tated to use terror. The traditional 
OGPU-NKVD formula of speed, 
ruthlessness and secrecy is delib- 
erately calculated to produce ter- 
ror. The curtain of silence which 
has fallen over the Urals in the 
last four years, making it almost 
impossible for a foreign correspon- 
dent to see factories, secure even 
non-military statistics or interyiew 
managers, is evidence of how thor-

Unionization was a bitter blow for 
the masters of the rubber industry. 
They had never-brooked ary inter- 
ference in the conduct of their busi- 
ness. Litchfield has always taken 
pride in the scale of wages paid 
at Goodyéar. He had introduced 
an elaborated employe-representa- 
tion plan with a House and a Sen- 
ate, the privilege of veto remaining 
with the paid executives of the 
firm. As union activity increased, 
it was shown before the La Fol- 
lette Civil Liberties Committee, the 
big rubber companies were contrib- 
uting increasingly large amounts to 
the Employers’ Association of Ak- 
ron and most of this money went 
for industrial espionage. Thus, in 
1933, Goodrich gave $6220, in 1934 
$9216, in 1935, $10,868 and in 1936, 
$11,117. 

Strikes, Then Moving. 

In 19386 there was a prolonged 
strike at Goodyear. Feeling was in- 
tense on both sides, A large per- 
eentage of the workers in the rub- 
ber plants came here from West 
Virginia—native stock with a pride 
of independence that turns into 
sullen resentment on suspicion of 
injustice or abuse. “Quickies” and 
sit-downs interrupted production at 
other plants. A vigilante move- 
ment, calling itself a Law and Or- 

League, was started by the 
Mayor with the indorsement of 
Goodyear. In the “best” residen- 
tial district, where Firestone,’ Sel. 
berling and other rubber barons 
have their mansions, it was feared 
the revolution was at hand,

Basic Changes Involved. 

Certainly it is true that basic 
changes are involved. Many Akron 
plants are more than 20 years old 
and are therefore outmoded. Start- 
ing anew in the South a narrow 
single-story plant is constructed 
with an assembly line down the 
entire length so that raw rubber 
comes in one end and finished tires 
come out the other.

T isn’t unlikely that those who 

are now about 12 years old may

“The Hobbit’.” People always say 
that about the best children’s books. 

Or perhaps it’s 
only remembering the pleasure they 
once had that makes them say it. 

At any rate, here is the hobbit, 
a funny kind of personage who 
is neither a man nor a dwarf. He 
is a smooth-shaven individual,

quasi-historical social club called the So 
ciety in Hampton Beach for the Apprehen- 
sion of Those Falsely Accusing Eunice 
(Goody) Cole of Having Familiarity With the 
Devil. The Cole name is quite common in 
New England. and several branches of the 
family have considerable wealth and prom- 
inence. Scions of the family include many 
selectmen, county commissioners, State rep- 
resentatives and judges—even the Adju- 
tant-General of the Massachusetts National 
Guard. The society with the long name in- 
cludes descendants of both Goody’s accusers 
and her family. 

Several years after its organization, the 


society finally persuaded the selectmen of 


Hampton to insert the following resolution

But the records show Goody was safely 
lodged in Boston jail on the date of the 
“Wreck at Rivermouth.” 

The record of her trial in Norfolk County 
Court in 1656 betrays the terror and super- 
stition of the times. Both Goody Marston 
and Susanna Palmer deposed “that good- 
wife Cole said that she was sure there was 
a witche in the towne, and she knew where 
hee dwelt & who they are;” also that 13 
years before, she had known one “be- 
witched as goodwife Marston's child was” 
and that this person “was changed from a 
man to an ape, as Goody Marston's child 
was.” 


OMAS PHILBRICK testified Goody 

Cole said that if his calves ate any 

of her grass “she wished it might 

pysen them or choke them; and he further 

testified that he never saw one of his calves 

afterward, and’ the other calf came home 
and died aboute a weeke after.”

On December 6, 1935, Alice, Heinrich and 
their mother called at the offices of Kux, 
Bloch and Company and Benjamin was in- 
troduced to the ladies. Alice went to work 
on him, and presently he presented her case 
to officers of the firm, emphasizing his long 
acquaintance with Heinrich Jacob and the 
latter's reputation as a writer. The outcome 
was that the bank lent Alice about $4000, 
accepting as collateral the stolen railroad 
bonds.

One of Frau Jacob’s sons by her first 
marriage is Heinrich Eduard Jacob, now 48 
years old. By the time he was 5 years oid, 
Heinrich could read and write and liked to 
compose little verses and stories. He is now 
the author of 21 books and numerous short 
stories. The first of the books was “Travels 
Through the Belgian War,” based on his 
wartime experiences in Belgium; he had 
volunteered for duty there after having been 
pronounced unfit for service at the front 
because of physical disability. Among his 
other works are “The Good-for-Nothing From 
Grinzig” (which became a best seller), “The 
Story of Coffee” and “Johann Strauss.”, A 
dozen years after the war he had become 
well known in Germany as a writer.

It means winging 
through space at in- 
credible speeds, the 
cabins “atmosphere-con- 
ditioned,“” and London, 
Bagdad, Shanghai in a 
relatively few hours. 
But these very advan- 
lages of tomorrow are responsible for the 
problems of today, problems the aeronaut- 
ical engineers wring their hands over and 
consider in desperation. For if the lack of 
friction in the stratosphere makes for high 
speed that lack of friction is due to air rarity 
that will not support life. The lightness of 
the stratosphere doesn't stop there. It offers 
another challenge, a challenge to wing con- 
struction, to the ability to stay aloft. 

Today it is not unusual for transport 
ships, flying across country, to make some 
200 miles an hour. At that speed, all other 
things being equal, Europe would be but a 
15 to 18 hour journey from New York. And 
it becomes increasingly apparent that if Eu- 
rope is to be nothing more than an afternoon 
and overnight jump from Manhattan, the 
journey for the immediate future will have 
to be made at today’s “norma!” trans-con- 
tinental altitudes and not in the 90,000 feet 
levels of the flying days likely sometime to 
come. 

But sticking to the present methods may 
mean Asia or Australia on the second day 
and four-day cruises from New York to the 
North Pole and return, all within the next 
10 years. Such aviation developments are 
foreseen by Igor Sikorsky, famous designer 
and builder of multi-engine airplanes. 
Analyzing the probable trend in air trans- 

ports of the future, Sikorsky limits the dis- 
cussion to three major factors—size of air- 
craft, speed and altitude. 
‘The famous Russian, who built the first 
four-engined airplane 25 years ago, be- 
lieves that the limit in the size of aircraft 
will be dictated not by engineering possibili- 
ties, but by economic factors and traffic re- 
quirements. As an engineering problem a 
flying boat of 1000 tons, carrying hundreds 
of passengers, can be designed and oper- 
ated, he says. The number of planes of 
that size in operation at any one time would 
be limited, just as the number of ocean lin- 
ers of the Queen Mary type are limited. 

Sikorsky points out that travel by air is 
essentially fast transportation, requiring fre- 
quent departures in order to be useful. If 
passengers or mail were required to wait 
three days before crossing the Atlantic in 18 
hours in a plane, the waiting period would 
defeat, or at least reduce, the value of air 
service. To make air service efficient daily 
departures across the ocean and still more 
frequent schedules Gcross land are neces- 
sary. 

Another factor that will influence the size 
of aircraft is the extreme operating efficiency 
of the airplane for carrying passengers, the 
designer points out. When compared with 
a transoceanic steamer carrying 2500 pass- 
engers one might at first gain the impres- 
sion that 25 planes carrying 100 passengers 
each would be needed to perform the service 
of one steamer. Actually, Sikorsky explains, 
the steamer will make one trip a week, 
while the planes would make about five

ing lounges, library and, in general, all the 
luxury of a first-class steamer with the pos- 
sible exception of a swimming pool. 

The design of such ships presents some 
novel engineering “nuts” to be cracked. The 
manual power of the pilot would be inade- 
quate to operate the control surfaces of a 
10,000-horsepower flying boat. The controls 
would have to be mechanically operated. 
The powerful engines and auxiliary mechan- 


isms would be housed inside the wings in 


special engine rooms. There would be a 
super charging plant, an electric power 
plant and a heating plant to maintain com- 
fortable temperatures while the ship was 
flying in the substratosphere. Such prob- 
lems, Sikorsky says, are routine engineering 
work, to be undertaken shortly in the build- 
ing of the new super clipper ships. 


Land planes probably will remain sub-. 


stantially below the tonnage of seaplanes, 
Sikorsky estimates, because of the size of 
airports, difficulties connected with the use 
of large landing gears and the general ad- 
vantages of frequent schedules. The design- 
er believes land transports will range be- 
tween 50 and 100 tons during the next quar- 
ter century.

At this point it may be interesting to di- 
gress from airplane construction for a mo- 
ment and briefly review scheduled air trans- 
port operations.

How much airplane 
can be successfully 
flown has long been a 
matter of consideration 
and discussion in scien- 
tific circles.

way to design a large airplane. If the plane 
is studied correctly and the advantages of 
its large size are properly utilized, it is possi- 
ble to obtain greater transport efficiency in 
the larger plane. This means that if 10 tons 
of pay load are to be transported 3000 
miles, a single plane will do it faster with 
the same amount of fuel, or would require 
less fuel for the same speed, compared to 
10 smaller planes carrying a ton each. The 
economy in personnel, in the comparison, is 
evident.

Travel at great speed is the major rea- 
son for flying, Sikorsky asserts. A study of 
speed and its development is of particular in- 
terest. Airplane speed records have leaped 
from the 47 mile per hour mark by the 
American pioneer, Curtiss, in 1909, to 441 
miles per hour, the rate at which the Italian 
pilot, Agello, flew this year. Agello’s speed 
is equal to about one-half the velocity of a 
revolver bullet. 
As in the question of maximum size, Si- 
korsky is conservative in his estimate of 
transport speed. He states that the operat- 
ing speed of the latest 
types of modern air 

_ transports,’ which is 
about 200 miles an 
hour for a land plane 
and about 160 miles an 
hour for a long dis- 
tance flying boat, is 
very satisfactory. This 
speed is respectively 
about four times faster 
than a passenger train 
from point to point, and 
six to seven times fast- 
er than the . latest 
steamship. 

Admitting that an in- 
crease in air speeds 
may be expected, it is 
Sikorsky's opinion that 
a very high speed 
would be both incon- 
venient and uneconom- 
ical. Recent investi- 
gations have shown 
that a great change in 


the character of streamline flow around the 


wing occurs when the speed approaches the 
velocity of sound, which is about 760 miles 
an hour at sea level. Adverse effects be- 
come pronounced at about 500 miles an 
hour. The disturbance of the streamline 
flow results in a considerable increase in 
the resistance of the moving body, while 
propeller efficiency tends to fall off when 
the velocify exceeds 500 miles‘ an hour. 
Taking these facts into consideration, Si- 


korsky believes that 500 miles an hour may 


prove a practical speed limit for a longi

“It seems to me that religious education 
has a decidedly timely function,” he says. 
“Certainly education to be effective now 
must foster the highest sort of ethics.

But Quill’s vigorous agents 
brought in members in great batches and be- 
fore long union rolls contained thousands of 
names. The stories are that old A. F. of L. 
leaders refused almost to believe the evi- 
dence of their eyes when Quill presented 
them with proof he had founded a powerful 
local. Finally he was taken into the fed- 
eration, but the restrictions placed about 
his activities soon palled. 

Once in the CIO Quill began to or- 
ganize the bus workers and received a 95 
per cent mandate from trolley workers. His 
efforts in the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit 
Company situation provided the most spec- 
tacular evidence of his power. Before the 
company acceded to a contract containing 
a 10 per cent wage increase Quill had to 
threaten to shut down the power plants sup- 
plying juice to lines over which 4,000,000 
persons travel daily. 

Between 250 and 300 of his men locked 
themselves in the master power plant pre- 
pared to carry out his orders. Mayor La- 
Guardia, viewing the danger to the orderly 
conduct of city business in the event of a 
strike, called on both sides to permit a fact- 


finding group to function. 


Quill also obtained agreements in the taxi- 
cab field, but these are in a constant state 
of {lux and some combines of independents 
have sought to free themselves from the 
binders.

PHILADELPHIA. 
REAMS have no sub- 
stance, but a dream 
which came to Abra- 
ham Schulman has 
conquered time and 
space. It has reached 
across a quarter of a 

century and half-way around the earth 
to restore a missing man to his family. 

Abraham Schulman is hardly the 
man one would expect to have a dream 
of such potency. He is not a poet, not 
an artist, not a visionary, but a busi- 
ness man, sufficiently hard-headed to 
have achieved reasonable prosperity as 
a manufacturer of artificial flowers and 
women's belts. He has lived in Phila- 
delphia for 25 years, developing his 
business, watching four sons grow up, 
marry and come into the business, and 
following the general pattern of exist- 
ence of the substantial American house- 
holder. 

But despite the surface tranquillity 
and commonplaceness of his life, Schul- 
man was for many years tormented by 
a gnawing uncertainty. He didn't know 
what had become of his eldest son, 13 
years old when he last saw him. The 
explanation of that goes back to a time

its boards at the outset of their careers.

The Schulmans come from Russia.

He married and became the 
father of five sons, Grischa, Harry, Sam- 
uel, William and Michael. The family 
name was Evseeff and they were Jews. 
As such, their privileges and opportuni- 
ties were rather severely limited in 
Czarist Russia. Father Abraham Ev- 
see{f, thinking of this and wanting his 
children to have every possible chance 
for happy. useful lives, turned his eyes 
longingly toward free America. In 1912, 
shortly after the birth of the youngest 
boy, Michael, he was able to accom- 
plish what he long had hoped for— 
bring his family to the United States. 

He did not bring all the family, how- 
ever. Thirteen-year-old Grischa was 
left in Moscow in the care of relatives. 
The reason for this was that Grischa, 
who had early shown musical talent, 
had managed to gain admission to the 
Moscow Conservatory, and a family 
council had decided that it was best for 
him to remain there and finish his musi- 
cal course; he was studying the violin. 
Abraham loved music—played a bit on 
the clarinet himself—and was eager for 
his son to make the most of his talent. 

So the Evseeffs came to America, set- 


tled in Philadelphia and changed their 
name to Schulman because it was 
easier to pronounce than Evseeff; and 
Grischa stayed in Moscow. 

After establishing the family here 
and changing his name, Abraham 
Schulman wrote to Grischa, telling him 
where they were living and what their 
new name was. He received no 
answer. Uneasy, he wrote again, urg- 
ing his son to reply and set his fears at 
rest. But no word came from Grischa. 
Schulman wrote to the relatives who 
were to keep an eye on the boy, but 
heard nothing from them.

He had 

saved some money by that time, and 

he arranged with the travelers to look 

for Grischa in Russia in exchange for 

his paying part of their transportation.

Plugging the Popular Song Into the Public’s Ear

NEW YORK. 
HE fantastic gentry who 
peddle the songs that the 
nation sings and dances 
to worship a strange 
God—the Almighty Plug. 


Pal, Why Don’t You An- 
swer Me?” a song that flowed from the 
adroit and prolific pen of Joe Young a dou- 
ble handful or so of years ago. It re- 
mains today, with Tin Pan Alley in a fer- 
ment of competition, as the epic of its kind. 
A plug, in the argot of Tin Pan Alley— 
which is neither an-alley nor a boulevard 
nor any specified place at all, for that 
matter—means the playing of a tune by a 
band leader on the radio or in a night club 
or any other place of entertainment. The 
theory is that the more the song is played 
the more popularity the fune will achieve 
and, naturally, the heavier will be the fi- 
nancial returns from sheet music and record 
sales. 

' That's why song pluggers were born. 
That's how some of the most colorful char- 
acters in show business came into being. 
That's why, to those in the know, Tin Pan 
Alley is even more wonderful than Holly- 
wood at ite most bizarre, and Alice who 
went Through the Looking Glass would find 
here a weird new world for her to gasp 
over. 

There is the story of Joe Young and the 
plug de resistance. After Joe wrote “Old 
Pal, Why Don't You Answer Me?” there 
was the problem of getting it played and 
popularised. Band leaders displayed a 
unanimous apathy. Even paid renditions by 
the Troubadors at Coney Island had no ef- 
fect, and Joe was resigned to defeat when 
an unusual thing happened. 

A murderer, mounting the gallows in Chi- 
cago, asked for permission to sing “Old 
Pal.” The story was carried page one na- 
tionwide and obviously created a tremend- 


ous demand for the ditty. As the money 


rolled in, Joe wondered how the dead man 


could have heard of “Old Pal” since it had ~ 


“How did you like that gallows plug? 
Wasn't it terrific?” . 

And it developed that the representative 
had gotten to the condemned man and had 
succeeded in having him make the request 
merely to ballyhoo the melody. 

Monumental plugs such as the above are 
ultra scarce nowadays, for the competition

For years, however, the publishers have 
had their offices apart, but the appellation 
lingers. 

N SOME respects the alley is almost as 

important as Hollywood, for propaganda 

songs can have as great an effect as 
propaganda pictures and the Alley selects 
the songs the nation will hear. Remember 
“Over There” and “Johnny, Get Your Gun” 
in the last war, and “We're On Our Way to 
Mexico” during the Villa troubles. But at 
the moment this is no problem, for the 
mood of the times is .. . LOVE. 

Now, assume that a song is written and 
turned over to a publisher—as are several 
score a day. The publisher thinks it has 
possibilities and decides to place it on the 
market.
